CHANGE IN THE 8 
Astrvunomers are just now interested in 
a change lately observed on the sur- 
face of the moow. Our readers know 
that the inequalities on its surface are 
shown by the telescope to be real 
mountains and valliex, and the astron 
omers have given their namcs; among 
the mountains are several craters of 
extinguished volcuanoes—one of them 
called the Crater of Linneus, which

Tue Great Caraeprat. at Mitan, 
“Mark 'Twain,” who is traveling in the 
East, describes the great Cathedral at 
Milan. as follows: 


The buildings is 509 feet long by 180 
wide, and the principal »teeple is im the 
neighborhood of 400 feet high. It has 
7,148 marble statues, and will have 

upward of 3,000 more when it ia finish- 
ed. In addition, it has 1,500 bas reliefs. 
It has 136 spires; 20 nore are to be 
added. Each spire is surmounted with 
astatuesixandahalffeethigh Every- 
thing about the church is marble, and 
all from the same quarry; it was be- 
queathed to the Archbishoprie for this 
purpose centaries ago. So no hing but 
the mere workmanship costs; still, that 
is expensive; the bill foots up six hun- 
dred and cighty four millions of franes, 
thus fir, (considerably over a hundred 
million of dollars,) and itis estimated 
that it will take a hundred and twen! 
years yet to finish the cathedral. i 
looks complete, but is far from being so. 
We saw a new statue put in its niche 
heath alongside of one which had 

en standing there four liundred years. 
There are four staircases leading up to 
the main steeple, each of which cost 
a hundred thousand dollars, with the 
408 statues which adorn them. Marco 
Cempioni was the architect who de- 
signed the wonderful structure more 
‘that 500 years ag», and it took forty- 
six years to work vut the plan and get 
it ready to band over to the builders. 
He is dead now. The building was 
begun a little less than five hundred 
years ago, and the third generation 
hence will not see it completed, | 


A Toxxet Taroven Votcano.— 
Kuglish engineers liave uearly comple- 
ted a railway tannel through a volcano 
range iv New Zealand. The plains of 
the Canterbury settlement, in the south.

and, in May, 1861, the local government 
acc an offer to complete a line of 
railway from Lyttleton to Cbrist cbureh 
in five years; the cust of a tunnel two 
thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
eight yards long and called the Moore- 
house tunnel, being fix'd at £195,000. 
The works were at firat carried on 
under great disaivantages, on account 
of the Otagy gold f-ver and other causes. 

This tunuel affords, it is believed, 
the first instance where a complete 
section of an extinet vuleano has been 
opened out. The rock in the tunnel is

Tug English Parliament was formally 
closed on August 2ist. The session 
lasted since the 5th of February, a period 
ofsixmonthsandsixteendays. During 
that-time the Lords sat 93 days, or for 
219 hours, being on an everage about 
two hours and 20 minutes at each sitt- 
ing..

Differences of Opinion 
it is considerable of a task for one 
man to dictate ideas to bis followers 
and have all their thoughts mode 

of expressing them alike. do 80 
réquires that the absoluie certainty 
and correctness of such ideas shall be 

. susceptible of demonstration. The 
truth of this is apparent in the wide dif- 
ference of views on religious subjects 
entertained by the President of the 

Mormon church in Utah and the three 
next ablest men, Orson Hyde, Orson 
Pratt and Amasa Lyman. Were we 
capable of deciding what one’s opinions 
were correct, it would not be our pro- 
vince to do so. Hyde is reported as 
being something of a disctple of Pytha: 
gorus—believing that the souls of de- 
ceased persons are tronem grated into 
other bodies, and live on through time 
at least, eseaping from the mortal clay 
of its possessor at death, and wander- 
ing uncontroled thr agh space, it 
again enters a human tenement. The 
old Greek philosopher contended, we 
believe, that disembodied spirits often 
took possession of animals To these 
antique notions Brigham Young forcibly 
demurs and Hyde is said to have en- 
deavored to disabuse his mind, but the 
image remains. 

- Orson Pratt, who is really one of the 
strongest pillars of the church, both in 
and out of Utah, is represented as a 
firm believer in the intelligence of mat- 

ter and the divisibili’ y of the Deity--that 
the intelligence of the Deity permeates 
every creat‘d thing, animate and inan- 
imate. This doctrine is repugnant to 
Brigham and he makes the venerable 
Apostle toe the mark, periodically, and 
recant and abjure the impressions of 
twenty and odd years. He goes through 
the form of “taking it back,” but it 
breaks out as violently as ever. We 
are assured that yesterday h:, or rath- 
er his doetrine, was hauled «ver the 


coals in an unmerciful manner by the |

Lyman is out of favor and we have

For the next four or five, per- 
hape seven or eight huurs, be is lost to 
the outer world, pays no attention to 
auvbody whe comes in, uhless someone 
he knows intimately, but seratches 
away rapidly and wretchedly until he 
has said everything he desires. Then, 
after wriiing “must go in” upon most 
of bis matter, he puts on his hat, ex- 
presses a daily repeated wish that he 
could get somebody to do what he wants 
done, and dissappears for the night into 
unknown space.
